,' torage tank farm at the south of 
the city. Apprehensive residents still 
watched Uie boiling oil fires, but 
Caddis asserted: "I believe th a t all 
danger is gone.” 
Tanks Explode 
Five or six storage tanks of ap ­ 
proximately 55.000 gallons capacity 
had exploded and burned since 4 p. 
in. yesterday. Five other m ajor blasts 
had rocked the city at intervals since 
9:12 a in Wednesday. 
The burning nitrate-laden French 
freighter O ram kam p exploded W ed­ 
nesday morning to set off another 
blast at the huge Monsanto chemical 
plant. Chains of fire swept through 
the city in an afterm ath. 
For the most part. Ares were left 
to bum themselves out, while rescue 
workers hunted through huge piles 
of twisted wreckage for the esti­ 
m ated hundreds of persons believed 
to have been buried. 
“State of Emergency” 
Twisted hunk* of steel and other 
debris rained down on the indus­ 
trial *e« lion of the city early yester­ 
day 
when a second nitrate-laden 
ship, the Higji Flyer, exploded, sink­ 
ing a third, the Wilson B Keene. 
A “state of emergency'* ruled the 
city as Governor Beauford H. Jester 
issued a proclamation which also 
placed all laws enforcement groups 
under the direction of Col. Homer 
Garrison, director of the Text* De­ 
partm ent of Public Safety. 
Hundreds of persons who had fled 
in terror Wednesday slipped back 
into town yesterday, to stand before 
improvised morgues in mute hope of 
finding relatives and friends or to 
stare at ruined homes and stores.
